I am sorry we were not able to make the latest changes on the 
Crosby foreword. We have large scheduling problems and im- 
mense cash flow problems. We need new capital — but then, 
who doesn 1 t? 


Roby said that you were willing to help out with forewords on 
some other projects and I wanted to write to you about other 
bicentennial plans. We want to cover the various colonial 
American numismatic specialties as hard bound reprints with 
new forewords and price guides. Stanley Apfelbaum has forbidden 
Breen to write anything more for us so his Maris work, just 
published, will be his last as far as we are concerned. 

The following are my tentative plans for titles: 

1. Reprint of Miller on Connecticut: Ned has supplied a 
neat summary table of new varieties for inclusion. I have been 
feverishly assembling photos which will make 18 plates of dies 
when finished. No one remembers the rolls of negatives of the 
1786 and 1787 dies that I had made in the early 1960s, that you 
or Ned finally paid for, and we are missing quite a few pictures 
in this area. We will re-title it something like "The Copper 
Coinage of Connecticut." We would like to include in the re- 
print related material such as that business on one of the Conn- 
ecticut mints that appeared in Numismatic Review in the 1940s 
and possibly that Norman Bryan (?) NENA article, "Auctori Connect 
and Other Emmissions . " We have no one as yet for the foreword. 
Ned seems to have some mixed emotions about doing it. I hope 
when he sees the magnificent job we did on the Maris reprint, he 
will see what we are trying to do. 


2. We would like a new book 
We asked Spilman to do it for 
want to at that time.

3. A new work on the copper coinage of Massachusetts: both 

this and the Fugio work might necessarily have IBM typewritten 
texts to allow financial aspects to work out. 

4. A reprint of the Vermont material with complete new photo- 
graphs: this might conceivably be a combined reprint of Y oux 

ANS centennial article, Ryder, Richardson, Shatter, along with 
new photos, foreword and price guide. Then again, it might be 
better to have a completely new text with the various lllustra 
tions. It would be a small, but neat, bicentennial book. 

5. An anthology of many articles on colonials from the Numis- 
matist and other places: it might include the Betts imitation 

articles, Douglas on New Jersey, your material from Empire 
Review" as well as other material. Demand here would be fairly 
low so we would want to do this last. I have the Numismatist . 
articles already dummied up and I think I showed them to you in 
New Orleans. This compilation ideally would also include your 
ANS James II pewter material, the complete ANS Virginia material 
and many of the obscure A JN articles on colonials. _ We have a 
complete set of AJNs from which to copy.. Thus, this volume 

of perhaps 500 or 600 pages would be a living compilation of 
the vast majority of specialized writing on colonials from a 
great number of sources and would be the equivalent of the 
extraction of material from 1000 pounds of periodicals; the 
information retrieval efficiency and cost saving would be tern ic 

These five plus the Noe, Maris and Crosby should fairly well 
round out our line of titles in colonial coins. Ultimately, we 
would want to publish a picture book compilation of fine repro- 
ductions of the early plates of colonial coin^s from the old 
rare auction catalogs, along with the relevant descriptions and 
title pages. We might even add Wurtzbach to this volume. Every- 
one could thereby benefit from the extremely rare information. 
Getting it together might be prohibitively expensive, however, 
and we may never be able to do it. 

Your feedback on this would be immeasurably appreciated. My 
comments on Ned's feelings are purely speculative and may not 
be accurate and I hope I get forgiven for making and expressing 

them .

I recently had an interesting conversation with Jonathan Fairbanks, Curator 
of Decorative Arts at the Museum of Fine Arts in Boston, about some antique 
furniture problems. During our conversation the problem of numismatic fab- 
rications somehow evolved. While I have no technical knowledge myself of 
fabrications, numismatic or otherwise, the subject is of more than passing 
interest to me. 

i simply wanted to report to you the essence of our conversation, since it 
was not obvious to me that the state of the art in numismatics is identical 
to that in other fields. The information I have my have negligible value 
to you, but I did feel obliyateu to report it fur whatever it is worth. 

Very simply, the Winterthur Museum in oelaware has a macnine called a non- 
dispersive x-ray analyzer which Mr. Fairbanks believes can non-destructi vely 
differentiate between old silver and new silver, based upon trace elements. 
The chief scientist at Winterthur is named Dr. Victor Hanson. Mr. Fairbanks 
also feels that this discrimination can be accomplished in gold as well as 
silver matrices. 

The Latin American anthology which includes some of your “Featuring Fakes" 
articles will be off the press in a few weeks and I hope you find this ef- 
fort acceptable after you see it. We are fairly proud of it.

Dear Eric: 

The Crosby books should arrive to you within a week or two as the order to 
our warehouse to ship them has been made. I feel the job is respectable. 

The plates could have been better but so could the original plates. At the 
very least it will be the only 300-line screen reprint of Crosby for all 
time. No other reprinter in the history of the world would be as motivated 
as were we. Perhaps this will be enough. 

It was good talking with you briefly a week or so ago. 

We were fortunate in obtaining David Bowers as a foreword writer for our 
Valentine half dime reprint and I want to thank you for making this suggestion. 
I have communicated with Dave a number of times, even specifically on the 
Valentine reprint, but never thought that he would be an ideal person to do 
the foreword. It has worked out very well. Books should be completed in 4 
or 5 months. 

We would like to proceed with a reprint of Ryder/Richardson on the Vermont 
Coinage and I would be most appreciative if you would share your thoughts on 
this project with us. Ken Bressett has offered to allow us to use his ex- 
cellent photographs. 

There is a temptation to use the Richardson pamphlet and cut in the Bressett 
illustrations but this alone would not justify putting out the result as a 
hard bound reference book. Incorporation of your great Vermont work from 
the ANS Centennial publication might not build it up enough, either. I am 
at a loss on how to get this out in hard bound form without appearing to 
make a mountain out of a molehill. 

Perhaps my old idea of an anthology on colonials might still be workable. 

This would make a good sized book. I have a dummy of hundreds of pages of 
material from The Numismatist already. To this might be added various mat- 
erial published over a period of time by the ANS, principally your material 
on Virginia, James II. 

Additionally, we want to do the Massachusetts Copper as a separate book. I 
asked Phil Keller to write it for us 3 years ago but he never wrote back so

I guess he was not interested. I asked Jim Spilman to write an interim mono- 
graph on the Fugios for us but we have never been able to get together on 
this. An introduction by you to this would be perfect in view of your earlier 
work on the series. The illustrations in your original monograph were very 
poor. Failing this, perhaps a reprint of the original monograph with photo 
substitutions would be adequate, but I have the feeling a much more complete 
job could be done today on a total rewrite. We hope to reprint Miller on 
Connecticut also in 1975. Ned has agreed to write the foreword and I am pleased 
to be able to get his cooperation to do this. 

As you can tell, most of our plans in the Early American numismatic field are 
fairly half baked. It is our general objective, however, to make every single 
bit of useful and important collector material on Early American coins again 
available to this generation of collectors and dealers in high quality, hard 
bound form, and we shall continue in this objective until we succeed in ac- 
complishing it. The Noe, Maris and Crosby reprints are good beginnings but 
there is much to do. 

Another scheme I have in mind is fairly far-reaching and will be most impressive 
if we can pull it off. This is a super-fine reprint of the early plates of 
colonials from the famous sales in 300-line screen. I am not sure how much of 
a contribution the written descriptions would be, but they could be included 
also. It might also be advantageous to include a facsimile reproduction of 
the title pages of each catalog right before the pictures themselves. You would 
be the man to write the introduction. It would be a photographic essay of 
the last hundred years of Early American numismatics, aiding pedigree researchers 
for the next thousand years and other kinds of research. 

I wish you good health and good experiences in this new year.

Thank you very much for sending the copy of your Studies on Money in Early 
America . I think this is a fine production and have even read a significant 
portion of the volume. 

This seems to be a recent departure by ANS in printing the pictures on the 
same paper stock as the text. We have found this technique to be practical 
in our reprints as long as very smooth and flat paper is employed. 

I have always believed that the Rhode Island ship tokens were manufactured 
in the late 1800s and not in the late 1700s as the date inscribed on them would 
indicate. I was startled recently to purchase a Japanese coin catalog dated 
in the 1780s, I believe, which illustrates the Rhode Island ship token. 

My mission must therefore be modified and I now believe that virtually all 
known pieces are late 1800s copies of extremely rare originals. 

Hoch's speculation aside, I would be happy to send you a copy of the catalog 
if such documentation would be of interest to you for your files.

You will shortly be receiving the revised Early Paper Money 
of America. It should be a beautiful printing job compared with the 
first edition. I have not seen anything but the final page proofs and 
hope for the best. 

As to the change in ANS picture handling, I believe we all 
agreed that pictures had to be with the text - and when paper money and 
engravings were included, that made it essential. 

I enjoy having your publications so much and I use them. I 
am not sure I have all of them as I did not receive an Attinelli. Do 
you have a check list of your issues?

The Japanese copied it from somewhere if it was 1780. A photocopy would 
be great.

The 1775 counterfeit British halfpence you sent for comment 
is anyone's guess. It cannot be excluded from American manufacture 
and it cannot be positively included. To be included it must have 
specific American die characteristics which tie into known American 
coinage detail. There must be many American made counterfeits which we 
still assume are British made. I observe the letter and head similarities 
just as you do, but I think all we can say is "possibly American". 


The coin is returned herewith. I am glad you liked my Adams 
source. I didn't know it until a year or so ago. I always file these 
things in my memory, but at my age retrieval isn't so certain.
